Republicanism in Europe. 

The late terrible and foolish war 
gave France a Republic for an Empire, 
a Thieks for a Napoleon. The German 
Emperor is understood to regret that 
be did not make it a monarchy. That 
lie could have done ho seems scarcely 
open to question. AVhen France 
chose, or rather accepted her present 
form of government, Republicans re- 
. joiced, and Monarchists prophecied. 
But Thiers carries himself well, and 
France seems more prosperous and 
•self-reliant than before. True, a pretty 
sharp brush recently took place be- 
tween the Chief and the Deputies; but 
it only tended to place him mure 
firmly in his scat. The point was this: 
Shall tho President be present and 
take part in the dobates ? The Com- 
• missionerssaid, no. Thiers said, yes; 
and this is how he said it: "All this is 
directed against me; but I submit for 
the sake of the welfare of the country 
and for the maintenance of its position 
in Europe. I cannot undertake to 
answer for public affairs if 1 may not 
come and discuss them before the 
Chamber. If you refuse me that here. 
I shall bring the subject before the 
Chamber. Ah! gentlemen, there is no 
pride on my part, no "amour propre." 
I desire to avoid a rupture with you; 
but never, never, I repent, can 1 yield 
on this point. If I did, I would be 
failing in my duty." Of course this 
sort of talk won upon the French mind, 
even apart from the merits of the con- 
tention. And so the Republic goes on, 
and France seems to prosper. May 
she ever prosper! — not because she is 
a Republic, j k but because she is 
France. More recent events have 
given sudden and unexpected birth — 
bloodless birth — to another European 
Republic. History records no more re- 
markable revolution,— a revolution 
which overturns a monarchy and es- 
tablishes a republic without, one may 
say, shedding a drop of blood; a revo- 
lution begun by a king who abdicates 
of his own accord. Amadous accept- 
ed the Spanish crown only alter it had 
been offered to him by a two-thirds 
vote of the representatives of the 
nation, and upon the distinct under- 
standing that the Spanish people 
really wished him to be their' king. 
He now hands it back of his own free 
will, because, as he states in the letter 
of his abdication, he refuses to lie the 
king of a mere party, — a sentiment at, 
once so frank and noble as to com- 
mand the respect even of the hostile 
Republicans who thus found the way 
open to power. Will the Spanish Re- 
public be enduring? It must be con- 
fessed that Spain has not generally 
been regarded as a very promising 
field in which to grow Republicanism ; 
and we are free to admit that had this 
Republic been born of the barricades, 
and had the reins of power fallen into 
the hands of blatant demagogues and 
soldiers of fortune, il. might be regard- 
ed as but the prologue to a tragedy of 
hopeless anarchy. But such men as Es- 
partero, Serrano, and Topetc belong 
neither to the one nor the other. They 
are the most influential and patriotic of 
Spanish soldiers; and intelligent and 
patriotic Spaniards of all parties will 
feel reluctant to overthrow a legiti- 
mate Government in order to experi- 
ment either with Don ('arlo-; or the 
io Prince of Asturias. Should 
Figueras and those associated with 
him pursue a linn, wis:' and truly 
liberal policy, Republicanism on the 
peninsula may prove to lie in iru ei - 
. during and successful than some have 
predicted. And who will say that 
such a change was not desirable in the 
general interests of Spain herself, as 
well as in the interests of civil and 
religions freedom, abstractly consider- 
ed V So far as yet developed, il. must 
be confessed that the policy of the 
Government promises well. Among 
the first measures wore the complete 
separation of Church and State, and 
the appointment of Judges for life, 
These and many other promised re- 
forms point to the conclusion that 
those now at the head of Spanish af- 
fairs are by no means deficient in state- 
craft; and should the normal unrest 
and impulsiveness of the people hesuf- 
iieicntly restrained to give the Govern- 
ment ufuir trial, the peninsula Repub- 
lic may turn out to he more enduring 
than some care to think. The success of 
the system on this Continent has erect- 
ed auappetite for it in the Old World; 
and should the same success attend if 
in the case of France and Spain, it, is 
useless to close one's eyes to the fact 
that tup monarch!* of Europe will sit 
loss easily upon their thrones. It 
would really seem that the tendency of 
our time is in the direction of Repub- 
licanism. Whether that tendency is 
for good or for evil remains to be cle- 
Mioustl'fttecl by actual experiment. 



Postal Greviances- 

Is it becauso British Columbia is 
the John O'Groat of the Dominion that 
it is left to suffer untold wrong ? 
Sure we are that no other Province 
would quietly submit to such treat- 
ment. Without pretending to say at 
whose door tho blame lies we proceed 
to point out the fact that our foreign 
postal relations are of tho most un- 
satisfactory character that could well be 
conceived of. By tho Treaty of Union, 
British Columbia acquired tho right to 
enjoy and the Dominion Government on- 
guged to provide "an eflicicnt mail ser- 
vice, fortnightly, by steam communica- 
tion between Victoria and San Francisco, 
and twice a wook between Victoria and 
Olympia; tho vessels to be adapted for 
tho conveyance of freight and passengers." 
Now, hero is a distinct contract; and we 
will not complain of tho manner in which 
it was fulfilled in tho first instance. But 
wo must bo permitted to say that recently 
the most important part of it — tho Bonn- 
weekly service between this port and 
Olympia— has ceased to bo of any real 
value. At fitful ami long intervals mails 
still reach us by that route; but thoso are 
so few and so uncertain that most per- 
sons would prefer to have tho whole of 
tho mail matter take tho other routo and 
come by tho Prince Alfred. How far the 
Canadian authorities are really to blame 
for this extremely unsatisfactory condi- 
tion of things wo arc net prepared to say; 
but this wo do know, British Columbia 
is being uncommonly illused by some- 
body, and she can look nowhere bflt to 
Ottawa for redress. Tho promptness with 
which our appeal on behalf of British 
residents of San Juan was attended to en- 
courages the belief that proper representa- 
tions made through tho same channel 
would remove tho postal grievances of 
which wo complain, and which, as it ap- 
pears to us, must bo traced to tho other 
side of the Sound. "Why do not tho local 
authorities move in the matter V

When to Transplant Trees.-— There 
is no doubt that, all things being equal, 
the spring is decidedly the best season 
in which to do the work. But the 
frost may remain in the ground till the 
middle of April. Following this may 
be a spell of wet weather, keeping the 
soil heavy and cold, and unlit to plant 
trees in, and thus tho time be so short- 
ened that the job if done at all has to 
be done in a hurry, in which event 
many important minor matters are 
likely to be neglected. Better wait a 
whole year than run the risk of plant- 
ing the trees in wet ground under any 
circumstances. Before planting see to 
it that the ground is in good order, 
thoroughly pulverized by plowing, 
cross-plowing, and suhsoiling, until 
every part of it, to a depth of 18 inches, 
is well disturbed. For fruit trees, the 
ground should be ill good heat, but it 
j is a great, mistake to suppose that they 
need to be planted in rich garden soil. 
Ground that will give loll to 200 bush- 
els of potatoes to the acre is strong 
enough for them or for grapevines. 
Well-rotted yard manure applied a 
year or two in advance will best bring 
the soil up to the standard of quality. 
At the time of setting, some finely- 
ground bone or super-phosphate of 
lime to sprinkle around the roots will 
be of service. As to the season , how- 
ever, we repeat that with good soil in 
good order, properly mellowed, it will 
be safe to transplant apples, pears, 
peaches or grapes, either in spring or 
fall. — "New York Tribune."

Disraeli ro- 
fuses to take office, and the probabilty is 
that Gladstone, who has had another 
interview with tho Queen, will return to 
power with his cabinet unless defeated. 

Barcklosa, March 10— Frost. I'iguor- 
alas, accompanied by Gov. Province and 
Buggies, 1'. S. Consul, to-day visited the 
U. S. Squadron in port at Barcelona and 
were received with full honors on 
board the steamers Brooklyn and Shenan- 
doah, ('apt. Rrigon of the Brooklyn pro- 
posed the health of Seiior Figuerlas and 
the President responded by paying a tii- 
buto to the memory of Washington and 
thanking Americans for expression of 
sympathy tow ai d.-, the new republic. 

Madrid, March 10— The Government 
received dispatches announcing all Car- 
lists concentrated at Vitabon road by Gen. 
Mordas; after a sanguinary battle which 
lasted two hours, the Carlists, who sought 
to burn a village, were badly repulsed. 

New York, March 15— A London special 
says Disraeli respectfully indicated to tho 
Queen tho difficulty he would havo to con- 
tend with if he assumed office consider- 
ing the strength of his opponents. Lord 
Derby arrived last night from Paris nnd 
had a long consultation with Disraeli. 
No decision was arrived at, however, nor 
will there be until to-morrow. Possibly 
Disraeli may accept the office; but this is 
not probable. If he accepts he will finish 
up the busiuoss of the session by tho end 
of June. Conservatives nil over the 
country are very confident as to the result 
of an election. The 'limes says a rumor 
was current last night that tho Earl of 
Derby has yielded to request of Conserva- 
tives and would undertake tho formation 
of a cabinet. The Spectator says it is 
doubtful if Disraeli will take tho Premier- 
ship, but ssyshe is determined to appeal 
t.i tho country. Morning journals aro of 
the opinion the Conservative will settle 
all questions relative to the ministry to- 
day. Disraeli has declined to accept 
office and ho will wait upon the Queen at 
Buckingham Palace this morning to an- 
nounce his decision. Two plain reasons 
impel him thereto. Lord Derby concurs 
with Disraeli's convictions that Conserv- 
atives cannot assume the responsibility of 
forming a Government at this time. 

London-, March 15 — Gladstone will 
probably resu mo the Premiership in the 
House of Commons this afternoon. Ho 
states that ho rooeivod a communication 
from tho Queen announcing there was no 
prospect that tho Opposition would form 
a new Government. Ho replied, placing 
his services at her Majesty's disposal say- 
ing he had consulted his colleagues and 
they were now busy in considering what 
steps should be taken, and he proposed 
meanwhile that tho House adjourn until 
Thursday.

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An Iowa Drama 

[Now York Times.] 

Cedar City, Iowa, has usually been 
noted for poaccfulness and quiet, but the 
oven tenor of its history has recently been 
broken by an act so startling, and, at first 
sight, so inexplicable, that we cannot 
wonder at the excitement it has caused. 
The plain facts, as first disclosed, aro as 
follows: — A young man named Byron 
Wright came to Cedar City three months 
ago to teach school. Before ho began his 
work, a young girl of seventeen eanie to 
see him. -Her name was Almira Stickler. 
Tho object of her visit was to request that 
the teacher should engage board at her 
mother's house, a little way from the 
town and near tho school. After some 
hesitation, Wright assented, and, in the 
sequel, went to live at Mrs. Stiekley's. 
He, however, regretted having done so, 
and gave notice that he should leave, in- 
timating at the same time that he had ar- 
ranged to go to one Mrs. Kingsley's. Tho 
Stiekleys, mother and daughter, were very 
angry about this, and urged many reasons 
against tho change. Before making it, 
Wright rose Into one morning and went to 
school without his breakfast. At the re- 
cess, between eleven and twelve, he felt 
faint, and returned to the house to got 
something to oat. While he was seated at 
the table, Miss Almira came up behind and 
calmly shot him in tho head. Tho young 
man leaped up and then fell on the tloor. 
Then he staggered to his: fcetand so to tho 
door, crying for nir. Here he was met by 
another young man, named Richard 
George, who refused to let him pass. The 
wounded man thereupon got to the win- 
dow, where there was a broken pane of 
glass. As he stood there, gasping and 
clinging to the sash, George came up and 
shot him again, in the left side of the 
head. Wright Ml once more, and then 
George and Almira fled together. They 
rushed out to the barn, where a pair of 
horses stood attached to a wagon. Leap- 
ing in they dashed off at lightning speed 
for the town. They arrived there iu 
break-neck fashion, it would seem, for in 
front of a grocer's shop in the main street 
they were upset. Almira jumped up and 
ran into this store, when, as reported by 
the Cedar Fall (/a:c//f, the following scene 
occurred. As the girl entered, she cried: 
"Mr. Taggart, I've killed our school- 
teacher in Cedar City, I shot him while 
ho was eating his breakfast." " You 
don't say so," says Paggai t, and another 
gentleman in tho store said to her, "Wo- 
man, you are crazy 1" "No. I am not 
crazy. I borrowed tho revolver several 
days ago, with the intention of killing 
him. What can they do to mo ?" Mr. 
Taggart said, "You will have to suffer the 
penalty of tho law." Almira and George 
were taken into custody by the officers; 
also the mother of the girl. 

Various conjectures might be formed 
respecting tho explanation of this extraor- 
dinary tragedy; but tho confessions of 
Mrs. Stiokley, Almira, and Richard 
George, as made by each separatly, and 
as confirmed by Wright, render such 
speculations needless. It appears that 
the murder was deliberately planned by 
the three former persons two weeks bo- 
fore it was attempted. Almira was in love 
with Wright, and wished him to marry 
her. He declined, w hereupon in the deli- 
cate maiden's breast, love grew "sour and 
blackened into hate." Tho mother was 
furious at the rejection of her child, nnd 
went into tho plot out of revenge. The 
young man George was wildly enamoured 
of Almira. and hoped, by getting rid of 
Wright, to gain her favor. Nothing hut 
pleasantries had ever passed betweon 
Wright and the girl — by his solemn de- 
claration and her own admission— so that 
the unfortunate man was as innocent a 
victim as can well be imagined. Not the 
least astonishing part of the matter is that 
poor Wright was not only not instantly 
killed, but that, at last aocounts, he still 
survives. Both bullets are said to have 
penetrated the skull, but, whether from 
light charges or tho direction of the 
balls, neither went far into the 
brain. The injured man was able 
to make a full deposit ion as regards the 
history of the sad affair, and even to re- 
spond in a long and minute examination. 
It is to 1)0 hoped that, should his life he 
spared, those who plotted against it may 
not escape without punishment, for a 
more cold-blooded and abominable at- 
tempt to kill has hardly ever stained the 
records of crime.
